BY WIDE VARIETY OF EXONUMIA

The above announcement has provoked 
some comments which may be of value to 
others considering such private enterprise 
Collectors who are often interested in a 
complete collection are stymied by the use 
of different metals for "presentation 
pieces" . Even when pieces of the same 
metal are made available to collectors, 
collectors resent choice numbers such as 
#1 and #2 being reserved for politicians 
who very likely have little interest in 
the item. Far better relations with col- 
lectors might be achieved and more profit 
for the sponsor by offering at auction the 
desired pieces. 

The profusion of medals issued for any 
pretext has no doubt attracted many new 
collectors, but it must drain off many 
dollars that would otherwise be used to 
buy traditional numismatic material. We 
welcome the logical historical issues for 
town centennials, etc., but urge restraint 
in other issues and reasonable prices.

No. 147 Main Street/ 2nd door north Tremont House,/ NASHUA, N.H./ over" Printed in 
green inside a fancy frame with 25 on a curved label at each end, "copyright secured" 
outside frame. Reverse has a similar frame with "Oysters, Ice Cream/ Confectionery, 
Fruits/ and Native Wines./ (line)/ Meals served at all hours/ of the day and evening./ 
over" Also "copyright secured" outside. Probably later than Civil War. Similar to 
Milford scrip in last issue, which incidentally is same on both sides. Very rare. 


O.H. Phillips, Feb. 1, 1863, 30. This "memorandum check" is like those used by 
G.C. Lyford & Co. in Exeter, G.T. Wheeler, Peterboro, and others. Quite likely other 
dates and denominations were used by Phillips. Printed by I. Prang & Co., Boston, 
they could be used by anyone with date, serial number, and signature filled in by 
hand. Rare. 


Phillips's Saloon, Feb. 1, 1864, 30, 40. The 30 is printed in green like the pre- 
vious issue, while the 40 is brown. These are of similar design, (See front cover), 
but for Phillips only. Very rare. 

White and Hill, Oct. 1, 1862, 250. The most common of N.H. scrip in signed con- 
dition. Redeemable at Indian Head Bank. More attractive design than many (see cover). 
Common. (A satirical piece with names Phyte & Kill was made by a Nashua photographer 
with design similar to the scrip but much larger. This is very rare, interesting, 
and amusing.) 

NEW HAMPTON 

New Hampton Institution Commercial Bank, 500, 1866. A.G. Jones, printer. Not 
Civil War but included vignettes used by McFarland and Jenks on Civil War scrip. 

New Hampton College Bank, 10. This type of scrip was used by schools in teaching 
commercial courses, and is a type of play money rather than emergency issue. 

NEW MARKET 

J.S. & E. Bennett, Nov. 30 , 1862, 50. Names printed across left end. "Newmarket, 
Nov. 30 , 1862./ For Value Received, we promise/to pay - 5 CENTS - on demand/in current 
BANK BILLS in sums of/ ONE DOLLAR, and upwards, at our place/ of business./ No. (776) 
(signed) J.S. & E. Bennett". Very rare. 

B. F. Haley, J.S. & E. Bennett, W.W. Stackpole, Timothy Murray, Benj. F. Tuttle, 

Ben j . Mathes, Jr., 250, (Nov. 14, 1862). Date may vary as handwritten. Six firms 
could use these, each being responsible for what they signed. Printed by Bufford's 
Lithography, Eoston. (see inside cover) Very rare. 

C. A. Haley, Jan. 31, I863, 10. Fancy frame. "1 CENT 1 CENT/ C.A. HALEY will pay 
the bearer/ ONE CENT / in Goods for this piece, and when/ Presented in sums of even 
dollars,/ payable in current Bank Bills./ New Market, N.H. Jan. 31, 1863 / No. (107) 
(signed) C.A. Haley."
